MILLA REPULSED 
AGAIN IN ATTAGK 
ON CHIAUAHUA 


Returns to Assault After Defeat 
Yesterday, but Is Driven From 
Position Outside City. 


KL PASO, Tex., Nov. 24.—Villa was re- 
pulsed again today and his forces were 
driven from their positions outside Chi- 
huahua City, it wis announced at mili- 
tary headquarters in Juarez at 12:30 to- 
day. The fighting has been for the pos- 
session of the first and second line of 
Government trenches, it was announced 
by Carranza officers, and resulted in a 
victory for the de facto forces, it was 

tated officially. 

Gen. Trevino, the Carranza com@mand- 
er at Chihuahua, is reported to have 
been wounded yesterday in the scalp 
on the right side of the head when 
personally directing his forces, but a 
bandage was applied at the military 
hospital and he returned to the front. 

Villa withdrew «ais men shortly after 
6 o’clock yesterday afternoon after 
seven hours’ fighting, in which he 
vainly attempted to take Santa Rosa 
Hill, the gateway to the capital. This 
eminence is @0 feét high, is situated 
between two mountains and dominates 
the city and surrounding terrain. 

It is fortified by seven large-caliber 
cannon and many machine guns and 
protected around the base by barbed 
wire entanglements ‘and flanking 
trenches. In order to attack it, Ameri- 
cans here say, it would be necessary for 
the bandits to cross an open plain. 

Villa’s men are said to have appeared 
to the south, along the Mexican Central 
main line, about 11 o'clock yesterday 
morning, and the fight ‘opened a few 
moments later with a salvo of cannon 
from. Santa Rosa Hill. The first and 
second line trenches took up the fight- 
ing, and by noon the engagement was 
general. The Villa men were driven 
back repeatedly, it is revorted, and in 
one instance Carranza cavalry made a 
sortie and captured many prisoners. 

The persistence of Villa’s attack is 
attributed to the report, which Gen. 
Trevino had made no effort to check, 
that the Carranza men were short of 
ammunition. The supply, however, is 
said to be ample for several days, al- 
though efforts have been made to sup- 
plement it, either by importation from 
this point or by taking a portion of that 
retained for the Juarez garrison. The 
ammunition for the cannon is said to 
be ample, but cartridges are needed 
for the machine guns and rifles. 

The Chihuahua garrison was advised 
yesterday that Gen. Murguila was on 
the way with reinforcements and was 
at Mapula, only 12 miles away. Later 
it was learned that he was advancing 
from Santa Rosalia, working his way 
slowty toward Chihuahua City, re- 
building the railroad as he came. The 
first message, it is believed, was sent 
by Villa himself, intended to deceive. 
Gen. Trevino. 

Villa attacked Chihuahua early in 
Novetmnber, 1913, and, on being repulgeri, 
encircied the city and attacked and took 
Juarez on Nov. 16.

Belgian Foreign Minister Acts to 

Get Situation Before King 
Alfonso Also. 


BERLIN, via London, Nov. 24.—Secre- 
tary Joseph C. Grew of the United 


States embassy held an hour’s interview 
yesterday afternoon with Chancellor von 
Bethmann-Hollweg regarding the Bel- 
gian labor problem. 

He laid before the Chancellor, infor- 
mally and unofficially, suggestions for 
a certain amelioration of the compulsory 
employment of Belgian workmen as con- 
cessions to Belgian nationa! feelings and 
neutral public opinion. 

The Spanish Ambassador, as the offi- 
cial representative of Belgian interests, 
also conferred with the Chancellor on 
the same subject. 


Belgium Informs Pope and King Al- 
fonso of Situation. 


HAVRE, Nov. 24.—A telegram sent by 
the Belgian Minister of Foreign Affairs 
to the Belgian Ministers at Rome and 
Madrid, to be communicated to Pops 
Benedict and King Alfonso, says, in 
part: 

“The situation in Belgium is becom- 
ing day by day more frightful. The 
raids on valid Belgians now extend 
throughout the whole country. If they 
are not sent to work in Germany in 
munition factories, they are sent to the 
occupied parts of France to work on 
systems of trenches and the strategic 
railroads of Lille, Aulney and Givet. 
The Germans boast of having already 
deported 350,000 men. 

“Requisitions of materials continue. 
with the object of hindering, after peace, 
a resumption of work to suppress cor- 
ruption and ruin in the country. Ma- 
chines which could be used have been 
carried off or sold as old iron. 

‘The Governor-General pretends, in 
declarations made to a reporter of the 
New York Times, that deportations in 
mass pass without incident and even 
the Belgians go joyfully. In reality, 
they secure at the same time moral tor. 
ture and the physical pains of slavery. 

“Belgium is delivered over to the vio- 
lence of the military authorities, white 
the civil authorities approve and stand 
aside.

EMPEROR CHARLES REPLIES TO 
KAISER’S MES SAGE OF SYMPATHY 


Suceessor of Franz Joseph Refers to 
Reck-Firm Alliance of Austrian 
and German Monarchies. 
LONDON, Nov. 2#%.—The German Em- 
peror has sent a message of sympathy 
to Emperor Charlies of Austria on the 
death of Emperor Francis Joseph, 
whose Government, says Emperor Wil- 
liam, “will live in the history of the 
monarchy as a period of blessing.” 
The message is further quoted in a 
Reuter dispatch from Berlin, as fol- 
lews: 
“We, of the youngey generation, were 
accustomed to see in his venerable 
figure examples of the finest virtues 
or rulers and truly Kingly devotion 
to duty. The German Empire loses in 
him a loyal ally. I personally lose a 
paternal and highly honored f-iend. 
“‘God’s inscrutable will has called him

It is un- 
derstood thet Luis Cabrera, chairman 
of the commission, will remain in the 
United States until the joint commis: 
sion reconvenes, 

The American commissioners appeared 
to regard the determination of the 
Mexicans to place the question in the 
hands of Carranza, not as indicative of 
failure to effect an agreement, but 
merely as a delay. 

It is understood that the Mexican 
commissioners have been practically 
convinced the agre@ment should be 
signed, but that they do not care to 
assume the responsibility.

RAILWAYS ‘WATER 


Step Taken by Public Utilities 
Committee of Board of 
Aldermen. 


CHAIRMAN TELLS PLANS 


Thinks First Step in Milltax 
Settlement Should Be Ré€ad- 
justment of Traction Finances. 


The Public Utilities Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen, which will hold pub- 
lic hearings on the United Railways 
mili-tax ‘‘compromise’’ proposition, to- 
day began an investigation to determine 
how much “‘water’’ there is in the Unit- 
ed Railways’ capitalization, and how 't 
can be squeezed out without loss to the 
city. 

Announcement of this step was made 
by Alderman E. B. Gregory, chairman 
of the committee, who is a tea mer- 
chant, in an interview given to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. Chairman Greg- 
ory insists the United Railways has 
“‘millions of watered stock,” but he does 
not attempt at this time to state how 
many millions. Comptroller Player, how- 


ever, fixes the “‘water” at $60,000,000, his’ 


conclusion being based on the report of 
the City Public Service Commission, 
made four years ago after an extended 
inquiry into United Railways finances. 


Two Remedies Pointed Out. 
In the view of Alderman Gregory there 


are two remedies for the United Rail- 
Ways aituation, which he pdinted out 
thus: 

The first-is one which the company 
itself can apply, by putting its cap- 
italization on a conservative basis, 
thus squeezing the water out of its 
stock. This remedy would cost the 
United Railways stockholders some- 
thing, but would not cost the city 
anything. 

The second is for the city to for- 
give the United Railways all its ob- 
ligations to the city, thus capitaliz- 
ing the millions of ‘‘water’’ in the 
present stocks. 

“But the United Railways cannot ex- 
pect to charge its sins to the city,’’ Al- 
German Gregory declared. “If the com- 
pany has made bad bargains in the past 
that is its misfortune. 

“Their own admission is that they 
ere not paying dividends on their stock, 
so that this stock has little value. The 
present quotation on their 4 per sent 
bonds is 61. I don't see how the re- 
mission of the mill tax would help 
them much. When the time comes to 
redeem those bonds, somebody will lose 
the difference between their market 
value and par, unless the company is 
able to pay the full valuerof' them. 

“The mill tax isn’t enough to do that 
and meet all the other obligations and 
expenses the company claims to have. 

“I have sympathy for those who in 
good faith invested in United Railways 
securities, but then people buy gold 
bricks every day, and they don’t come 
to the city to get their money. back. 

Didn’t Receive Promised Facts. 
“It was understood that President 

McCulloch of the United Railways was 
to present to my committee, yesterday, 
facts which would tend to verify his 
Statements and the figures which he 
submitted to the city Wednesday, and 
Which were printed yesterday in ad- 
vertisements in all the city’s newspa- 
fers. McCulloch did not appear before 
the committee. 

“That is my idea of the starting point 
for oug committee. We have to be sure 
that the arguments presented by the 
United Railways have the right basis. 
We can’t rush this thing. Our com- 
fiittee should do justice to the city 
first, and show generosity. to the com- 
Pany next. 

“Our hearings will be open to all who 
@re interested and we should be glad 
t have anybody who can enlighten us 
come before us with facts. If it takes 
@ntil after January to get the informa- 
tion we want, the hearings will continue 
that long.” 

The total capitalization claimed b 
the United Railways is $104, 180, 300, to 
isting of $24,913,800 common stock, $19 - 
086,500 preferred stock, and a funded 
‘Gebt of $59,280,000. Yesterday United 
Rallways common was offered at $5 a 
share, with $ bid, and no sales. The 
preferred was offered at $19, and there 
‘Were a few small sales. The bonds 
closed at 61%. Since October, 1910, the 
& per cent cumulative dividend on the 
company’s preferred stock has not been 
paid, although it was paid regularly for 
10 years prior to 1910. 

Alderman Barney L. Schwartz, a 
lawer, who is a member of the 
Public Utilities Committee and sec- 
retary of the Genera! Conference 
Committee, in a statement today to a 
reporter also declared the ’first step to- 
ward an adjustment of the city’s differ- 
ences with the United Ratiways should 
be a voluntary readjustment of the com-

“This can only be brought about,” A)- 
derman Schwartz asserted, ‘by | the 
company's stockholders and bondhold- 
ers. However it is done, it should be 
preliminary to the city’s acceptance of 
any compromise.

' Capitalized—I don’t know how. much.

ON PRISON. REFORM 


Delegation Calls on Governor- 
Elect to Advocate ‘Changes 
in Penitentiary Management. 


‘A delegation of women, headed by 
Mrs. Henry N. Ess of Kansas City, 
president of the Prison Reform League, 
visited Gov-elect Gardner today at his 
office at the St. Louis Coffin Co., 1821 
Chouteau avenue, to urge upon him the 
prison reform platform of the league.

next Tuesday to discuss the problems of 
the State Penitentiary. The organiza- 
tion which she heads, formerly known 
as the Missouri Woman’s Prison Reform 
League, last summer asked Gov. Major 
to cause an investigation of the peni- 
tentiary by the State Board of Cnhari- 
ties and Corrections, but the request 
was refused.

|TREPOFF APPONTED 
PREMIER OF RUSSIA 


Apparent Victory for Liberal 
Elements Over the Bureau- 
cratic Regime, 


LONDON, Nov. %—Alexander Tre- 
poff, Russian Minister of Railways, has 
been appointed Premier, according to a 
Reuter dispatch from Petrograd. Thé 
retiring Premier, Sturmer, by an im- 
perial ukase, has been appointed Grand 


Chamberlain of the Imperial Court, re- 
taining his functions as a member of 
the Council of the Empire. 

Petrograd newspapers say the ap- 
pointment of Trepoff as Premier implies 
the necessity that the Government make 
a communication to Parliament explain- 
ing the impending problems connected 
with the work of the Government. The 
Duma has been adjourned by imperial 
ukase to Dec. 2. 


The retirement of Premier Sturmer 
and the appointment of Trepoff as his 
successor probably are outgrowths of 
what has been referred to in a few 
carefully censored Petrograd dispatches 
recently as a serious political crisis. The 
change apparently implies a victory for 
the liberal elements of Russia over the 
bureaucratic regime, for Sturmer always 
has been prominent in the affairs °f 
the Russian bureaucracy, while Trepoff 
in the past has engaged in a variety of 
reform work. 

Although Russia has been a consti- 
tutional monarchy since 1905, when the 
first step toward a representative gov- 
ernment was made, the legislative, ex- 
ecutive and judicial power have con- 
tinued to be united to a great extent 
in the Emperor, who still bears the title 
vf autocrat. 

There is a distinct cleavage, more- 
over, between the Duma and the Gov- 
ernment, whose members are appointed 
by the Emperor and are not responsible 
‘to the Duma. 

It was this condition which was large- 
ly responsible for the serious political 
crisis that came to a head with the re- 
cent assembling of the Duma. At that 
time the Government was made the ob- 
ject of. a bitter attack by various in- 
fluential parties, representing the voice 
of public opinion, which could not be 
ignored, and the displacement of Sturm- 
er probably means that, for the first 
time in Russian history, the represent- 
atives of the people have succeeded :n 
molding the government in accordance 
with their wishes. 

In 1905,' when the Constitution was 
Kranted and Count Witte was in power, 
Trepoff participated in reform work and

American, Who Became Natur- 


alized’ Englishman, Made 
First Smokeless Powder. 


LONDON, Nov. 24.—Sir Hiram Maxim, 
inventor 3 the automatic system of 
firearms, died at his home here early 
this morning. 

His son, Hiram Percy Maxim, is a 
noted American inventor, one of his 
best-known productions being the Max- 
im silencer, a device which greatly re- 
duces the report made by rifles. 


Sir Hiram Maxim was born in San- 
gerville, Me., Feb. 5, 1840. He was a 
descendant of English Puritans, who 
were among the early settlers of Plym- 
outh County, Mass. After a meager 
schooling, he went to work in a ma- 
chine shop and later was employed: in 
the machine works of his uncle, Levy 
Stevens, at Fitchburg, Mass. 

At 28 he was a draftsman in a large 
steamship building concern in New 
York City, where he invented a new 
locomotive headlight which went into 
general use. He also did much to per- 
tect automatic gas machines for lighting 
trivate houses. 

In 1877 he took up electricity and was 
among the first to make dynamo electric 
machinessand electric lamps in the Unit- 
ed States. He took out a great many 
patents on electrical machinery, and in 
1881 was made a chevalier of the Legion 
of Honor by President Grevy of France. 

The Maxim automatic gun was invent- 
ed in 1884 in London and was immediate. 
ly adopted by the British Government, 
which used it in the war with Matabele. 
The gun fired 600 rounds a minute and 
caused such slaughter that Parliament’ 
seriously discussed the question as to 
whether its use was justified. Some 
years later, Sir Hiram, created a baro- 
ret by Queen Victoria, after having be- 
come naturalized as an Englishman, in- 
vented the first smokeless powder. 

In 1894 Sir Hiram Maxim invented a 
reavier-than-air flying machine, which 
raised itself from the ground carrying a 
driver and passenger. This was nine 
years before the first practicable air- 
plane was created by the Wright broth- 
ers. Sir Hiram’s machine was a pon- 
derous affair and broke down in its 
early trial. In 1915 the inventor was ap- 
pointed a member of the Inventions 
Board, created by the Government to 
meet the needs of the war. 

Maxim took a keen interest in the war, 
and from time to time there were uncon- 
firmed reports of his invention of de- 
vices to meet the needs of the war, one

which the Germans were first to bring 
into use. In 1915 he was appointed a 
member of the Inventions Board of the 
British Munitions Department under 
Lloyd George. 

Sir Hiram applied himself so stren- 
uously to. science throughout his long 
life that even his recreations were given 
by him as “reading scientific books and 
studying the abstract sciences.” He 
wrote many important articles, and an 
autobiography, “My. Life,” in 1915. 

Sir Hiram Maxim was arrested in Oc- 
tober, 1898, in Poughkeepsie, N. Y., on 
complaint of Mrs. Nell Maicolm, who 
said she was his wife and that he re- 
fused to support her. At that time 
Maxim was married to an English 
woman, his» American wife having. di- 
verced him. Maxim admitted he had 
an acquaintance with the woman who 
accused him. and said his first wife had 
divorced him on her .account,. but he 
contended he never was legally married 
to Mrs. Malcolm. He said at that time 
that the -Malcolm woman was pursuing 
him at the Instance of his brother, Hud- 
son Maxim, with whom he had had a 
misunderstanding about the promotion 
of an invention.

{DISCOUNT HOUSE HERE FOR 


FOREIGN TRADE ADVOCATED 


Ir’. B. Fouke Says $10,000,000 Outlay of 
Capital Would Bring %100,000,000 
Worth of Business. 

The establishment of a discount house, 
to. indorse foreign debtors and accept 
their bills, was urged on St. Louis busi- 
ness men, in a meeting of the Commer- 
cial Club last night, by Festus J. Wade, 
president of the Mercantile Trust Co. 
The suggestion was indorsed by Philip 
B. Fouke, president of the Funsten Fur 
Exchange, and by E. E. Pratt, chief of 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce of the United States Depart- 

ment of Commerce. 


Wade said the execution of the plan 
should be financed by St. Louis busi- 
ness men, and that its dealings should 
be restricted to foreign buyers in the St. 
Louis market. Fouke estimated the 
amount of capital required at $10,000,000, 
and said that, with this as a basis, St. 
Louis could do ,100,000,000 worth of for- 
eign business. Pratt said Russia was an 
even more important trade field than 
South America, and reminded his hear- 
ers that foreign trade consisted not 
only of exporting, but of importing. 
“Unless we invest our money in foreign 
enterprises,’””’ he said, ‘“‘we can't get 
foreign trade.”’ 


FOOD PRICE INQUIRY BY FEDERAL 
ATTORNEY HERE IS AUTHORIZED 


United States District Attorney Oliver 
today received a telegram from Attor- 
ney-General Gregory authorizing him to 
make-~ an investigation into prices of 
foodstuffs in St. Louis. This is part of 
a country-wide investigation started by 
the Government. 

The telegram says Gregory has been 
informed that retailers in St. Louis are 
charging that commission men are re- 
sponsible for the present high prices on 
many necessities of life. 

The District Attorney said he would 
co-operate with the Department of Jus- 
tice in investigating food prices, but 
that there could be no Federal prosce- 
cutions except in cases where interstate 
commerce is involved. He would act 
he said if it could be shown that prices 
bad been fixed by agreement before 
foods were shipped out of the State or 
into it. 

John J, McLaughlin, a local agent for 
the Department of Justice, said today he 
would begin an official investigation as 
to food prices early next week. 

City Gounselor Daues, in response to 
the requést of Alderman Renick for an 
opinion, today stated that he believed 
the Board of Aldermen was without 
power to compel the attendance of wit- 
nesses for an inquiry into the “thigh cost 
cf living.” 

The primary function of the board is 
to legislate, he said, and it has power 
to conduct investigations into those sub- 
jects upon which it may legislate, but 
he held that it has no power to regulate 
prices @y legislation. 


T. R. HEADING REVOLT AGAINST 
WILSON, MEXICO PAPER HEARS 


Revolution in Several States, Ac- 
cording to Dispatch Printed in 
El Democrata of Chihuahua. 

EL PASO, Tex., Nov. 24.—Col. Roose- 
velt hae started a revolution against 
President Wilson, according to a dis- 
patch printed in El Democrata, the lead- 
ing newspaper of Chihuahua City, 
which, however, qualified the report by 
rrinting a question mark in the heading. 

The dispatch is placed under a Mex- 
ico City date. It reads as follows: 

‘“‘Alarmirg rumors have been circu- 
lating in this city which say that Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt heads a revolution 
that has braken out in several states of 
the American Union, with the object of 
overthrowing President Wilson, who, 
Roosevelt claims, authorized various 
electoral frauds in order to triumph in 
the past election. 

“High officials in this city and some 
of the diplomats, state with confidence 
that this rumor is a canard of the 
American'yellow press, which is hostile 
to Wilson. The American Ambassador

Why Kansas O City Went Dry. 
To the Editor 4 the Post-Dispatch. 

I came from Kansas City to spend a couple of 

days in St. Louis in attendance at the meeting of 

_the Americal Social Hygiene Association. I have 
Leen repeatedly asked, “How did you do it?” by 
people who want to know how Kansas City gave 
a majority for the dry amendment at the last elec- 
tion.., 

The principal reason is because Kansas City is 
convinced that booze is bad for business. We have 
$25,000,000 invested in factories in Kansas City, 
$5,000,000 in breweries and $20,000,000 in other in- 
dustries. The $5,000,000 invested in breweries 
gives employment to 1000 men; i. e., it takes $6000 
brewery capital to employ one man. The other 

_ $20,000,000 invested in other industries gives em- 
ployment to 20,000 men; i. e., it takes $1000 capital 
employed in other industries to give employment 
to one man. If the brewery capital were employed 
in otter industries it would give employment to 
five times as many men. 

Bo much for theory. In actual practice that is 
the way it has worked out in Seattle and Denver. 
In Seattle the editor of the Times and Mayor Gill 
béth fought prohibition. Now they see how it 
works, both favor it. Seattle voted wet, but was 
put in the prohibition column by the dry vote of 
the State. At the Nov. 7 election Seattle voted 
down an amendment to sell beer by an over- 
whelming majority. 

In Denver the Bell Telephone Co. expected to 
lose a thousand phones by the city’s going dry. 
But they not only made up the loss of the saloon 
phones, but put in 163856 new ones. To some, the 
telephone is a luxury and in ham times phones 
go out, and tn good times, as at present, phones 
go in. Banker Gordon Jones of Denver worked 
and voted against prohibition. He thought it 
would hurt business. Now he sees his error and 
repents by spending his own time and money to 
tell Missouri that prohibition is a success. In the 
first nine months of this year there were 15,000 

new savings accounts started in the banks of 
Denver, twice as many as in any previous vear. 

‘Kansas City, Mo., has the experience of Kansas 
City, Kan., right at her door. The expense of the 
courts, jails, workhouses, almshouses in Kansas 
City, Mo., is three and one-half times as much as 
Kansas City, Kan., would have paid last year had 
she had the population of Kansas City, Mo., and 
we have four times as many murders in Kansas 
City, Mo,, as they would have in Kansas City, 
Kan., with otr population.

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In reply to the proposal of the United Rail- 
ways that the city compromise the mill tax and 
grant an extension of franchises until 1948 the 
Post-Dispatch suggests the following proposal 
from the committee representing the city: 

The city. of St. Louis will grant an extension 
of the franchises of the United Railways for 
an indefinite period on these conditions: 

The earnings of the United Railways shall 
be limited to 5 per cent on a fair appraised 
value of its property, the surplus to be paid 
into the city treasury or into a fund for ex- 
tensions and improvements, including an ade- 
quate subway. 

The city shall have the option to purchase 
all the privileges and properties of the United 
Railways Company at the appraised value at 
any time. 

We consider this proposition fair and reason-

The present plight of the United Railways 
Co. is not caused by any action on the part of 
the city, but by overcapitalization, waste of its 
resources and financial juggling to the great 
profit of promoters, bankers and inside specula- 
tors. 

The franchise and monopoly privileges of the 
United Railways were obtained by fraud and 
bribery through which i+ has no right to profit 
at the further expense of the city. 

The excess of capitalization in the securities of 
the United Railways Co. is a menace to the in- 
terests of the city in that it offers* opportunity 
for more plunder, hampers present service and 
is a bar to improvements required to meet the 


| future needs of the city. 


The city of St. Louis cannot accept any settle- 
ment with the United Railways Co. except upon 
an equitable basis which will assure a fair return 
on a just valuation of the propérty and a guar- 
antee of adequate ere Sema service for the 
future. ; 
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The Railway Age Gazette has noted that it 
was the vote of agricultural communities in the 
West that re-elected the President; that almost 
all states in which there is a large organized labor 
element were carried by Hughes.

His touch on some of the brutal, 
more repulsive phases of human nature was so 
much the harsher that comparison with Steven- 
son, who also dealt with the Pacific and whose 
stories of adventure also included many strange 
and unusual incidents, can only be made to the 
advantage of the latter. 

Above and beyond Mr. Londdn’s acute percep- 
tion of certain literary values was his sense of 
sympathy and brotherhood with unfortunate and 
erring thankind. His “Abyss,” in which we are 
made acquainted with the poverty and misery 
and hopelessness of the submerged population of 
the British metropolis, as seen through American 
eyes, is even yet profitable reading for an un- 
derstanding of consequences which the war has 
visited on England because of its heartless with- 
holding of opportunity from its own in the past.

The selection for this post of some ar athetic, 
unreceptive old hack politician who will run the 
penitentiary on the same principle as a partigan 
machine organization will negative all profes- 
sions of good intentions on the part of the Gov- 
ernor-elect and make certain the perpetuation of 
the inefficiency, stupidity and cruelty that have 
marked the edministration of the Missouri prison 
in the past. 


UNCOVER ELECTION FRAUDS. 
If the- group of business men, represented by 


Charles M. Bates, in the investigation of alleged 
election frauds is really nonpartisan and the in- 
vestigation is designed to uncover frauds regard- 
less of party, the movement is excellent. The 
public is not interested in the effort of each party 
to blacken the other, but it is profoundly inter- 
ested in discovering the facts. 

Let us have all the facts about election frauds 
or attempts to commit frauds. Let us have all 
the facts about the misuse of money for partisan 
purposes. 

Senator Reed is right in suggesting a thorough 
inquiry by the State Legislature into election 
practices and campaign frauds. Such an inquiry 
might lay the foundation for better election laws 
for the protection of the ballot box. 
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FOR FACTS; NOT A FIGHT. 

The purposes to which the newly organized Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board has been 
formed are misunderstood by the public, accord- 
ing to Magnus W. Alexander of the General Elec- 
tric Co., who gives a wonderfully attractive ex- 
planation of its scope and objects. 

It is to be a clearing house of information on in- 
dustrial problems, Mr. Alexander says. So far 
from having militant ends in view, it is to pro- 
vide a forum for constructive discussion and a 
machinery for intelligent investigation. With the 
facts ascertained and the stage of action reached, 
it is to furnish a means of co-operative effort in 
promoting industrial development. 

A marvelous field is open to an organization of 
employers which consistently devotes its energies 
to these aims. The only things to which real 
deference is due, as President Wilson has said, 
are facts, in the light of which doubts must be re- 
solved, difficulties adjusted, problems solved. The 
time has gone by when any usefulness can be con- 
ceded to organizations of employers which exist to 
defy facts, to resist world-wide tendencies among 
workers, to co-operate for industrial war instead 
of industrial peace. 

Particularly gratifying is the assurance that the 
new body has no design of fighting organized 
labor and that, pn the contrary, labor will profit 
immensely by its existence. With an intelligence 
in direction matching its professed faultlessness 
in motive, the organization can become a tre- 
mendous influence for good in revolutionizing 
some of the most intricate and puzzling relations 
of the industrial world. It might find effective 
ways of ending wasteful conflict. It might gain 
general confidence and exercise a powerful weight 
on the public mind.

had the telephone with us for only @ 
scant 40 years. But it is just two score 
years ago that Alexander Graham Bell 
patented the instrument that was to 
set a world to “helloing.” 

One of the things that it is well to 
remember when using a telephone 1s 
to speak distinctly and not too fast, and, 
more especially, not too loud. There is 
a good scientific basis for this injunc- 
tion. Sound, as you weree taught in 
school, is a reverbration on the ear 
drum caused by vibrations carried 
through the air. Coming from any giv- 
en source, these vibrations are better 
known as sound waves, and they travel 
at a rate of about 1100 feet per second, 
That is tolerably fast even for a sound 
Wave, and when it is considered that 
they follow one another as the waves 
of the sea, it may be understood what 
a number of waves are required to 
create a great noise, such as an ex- 
plosion. 

The larger the number of waves re- 
verbrating on the ear drum the more 
the noise. That is why some persons 
Screech over a telephone wire. They 
talk loudly and stand too close to the 
mouthpiece. As a result, sound waves 
of a high pitch are carried over the 
wire at high speed, ending in a dis- 
cordant jumble. 

There is a skill in telephonic conver- 
sation which amounts to an art. Many 
a successful man has discovered that 
and practiced it to his everlasting ad- 
vantage. In a way it relates closely to 
the actor’s art. There is almost noth- 
ing so persuasive as a well modulated 
voice. It probably has more power than 
an intelligent eye. As the moving pic- 
ture depends for effect upon visualiza- 
tion by the audience, so the telephone 
salesman depends upon the convincing- 
ness of his voice. There is a way of 
esying, ‘Good morning, Mr. So and 
So; -how. are you?’’ that means an 
order half won, and there are numbers 
of men who have become good friends 
by virtue of a telephone acquaintance. 
In the hurry of modern business such 
acquaintances ripen and endure for even 
years without them ever meeting. It 
is a case where Central 2100 knows 
Western 2200 as a man he can depend 
upon, So it will be well to remember 
when you next use the telephone that 
the man you are talking to may be the 
g00d genius who is holding wide the 
door of opportunity for you. It may be 
the President of the concern and not 
the office boy who answers your call. 
Or the office boy may become. the 
President and help you on youf way. 
In either case courtesy would count for 
much. And if you would cultivate per- 
suasiveness you will find it not difficult 
to learn. Don’t mistake it, though, for 
seervility. No two things could be fur- 
ther apart. 

All of. us have been waru-l against 
using a telephone when the .weatner 
is stormy, particularly if there is much 
lightning. The wires natura'ly attract 
and carry the electricity. So it is a 
rood telephon« ‘‘4or.’t” to ‘‘keep off the 
wire’’ when the weather is bad. 

When we speak of a telephone wire 
carrying a message, how many cf us 
really understand the process? It is sim- 
plictty itself. The voice at the far en: 
of the wire creates vibrations of ie 
air, and as these vibrations originate 
and pass through a diapliyagm at ‘he 
end of the wire they fall into the lines 
of least resistance and follow the wire 
to its other source by the aid of elec” 
tricity. But in order to make them 
articulate at the end of their journev 
it is necessary that they strike a sec- 
ond diaphragm, much on the order vo! 
the ear drum, and so create reverbera- 
tions which beceme words and pass into 
the ear and mind of the hearer. 

It was a long time before the process 
could be reduced to a satisfactory basis, 
and Mr. Bell spent many years in e¢:1- 
perimentation before he hit upon the 
right method. One of the many dfffi- 
culties of the early telephone, even 
after it had been put into operation, 
was the difficulty of calling the per- 
son wanted. Thomas A. Watson, an as- 
sistant of Mr. Bell and a man to whom 
credit is partly given for the invention 
of the telephone, got around this dif- 
ficulty .by inventing what was called 
a ‘thumper,”’ and which was as ele- 
mentary and inelegant as its name 
would suggest. But it served the pur- 
pose. There was a small push button 
extending from the telephone case, and 
when this was punched it operated a 
sma'i hammer or “thumper” at the op- 
posite end of the line, which tapped 
upon the diaphragm and sc aroused the 
person wanted. If that Individual 
chanced to be not at home or asleep 
or in some distant part of the house 
there was likely to be a good déal of 
“thumping’’ before his caller stopped. 
bucause the device could not be de- 
pended upon with any great certainty 
and the caller never. knew whether the 
‘thumper’ was working or the person 
called was not there. All of which ad- 
ded to the delight of using the early 
instruments. 

Mr. Watson regarded his invention 
with a questioning eye and set out to 
improve it. His experiments resulted 
is the magneto-electric call bell, which

The telephone has gone through many 
stages in its brief career and has now 
reached a degree of efficiency that 
makes it one of the indispensable ad- 
juncts of everyday life. That it is des- 
tined to pass through an even greater 
period of evolution is indicated by the 
increased distances over which the 
human voice can be heard, the duplex- 
ing of messages—which means sending 
more than one at a time over the same 
wire—and the new developments in wire- 
less telephony. The day may soon come 
when we will be able to push a button 
and talk to our cousins in Piccadilly 
Circus or our friends on the ee

Vegetables are to be had in plenty 
and so are fruits of the sort that Ger- 
many raises or that she can draw from. 
her southern allies, such as apples, mel- 
ons, pears, grapes and the like. 
Every great staple of life is to be ob- 
tained only by a card. One must havé 
cards for bread, butter, meat, fruits, po- 
tatoes, fats, sugar, and recently the 
system has been extended to include 
milk, cream and eggs. 
One may have meat only five times a 
week, butter or fats only twice a week, | 
and as I left Berlin-about the beginning 
of October the empire had gone on a 
one-egg-e-person-per-week basis. This 
was for the purpose of building up a re- 
serve stock of eggs, which up to that 
time had been purchasable without re-| 
striction. Bread, vegetables and fish [ 
were to be had every day. 
There is a difference .to be observed 
in the methods of obtaining food be- 
tween those living in hotels and those 
keeping house. In the official report re- 
cently issued by the British Government, 
it was said that foreigners in Germany, 
particularly newspaper correspondents, 
were treated exceptionally in that no 
restrictions were placed upon their food. 
I.can bear personal testimony to the 
falsity of this information. 
Upon my arrival at the Hotel Adlon 
in Berlin I was provided with meat and 
bread cards. The bread cards had little} 
tabs on them, each calling for 25 grams 
of “Kriegsbrot’’ (war bread made of a 
mixture of wheat flour, corn flour and 
potato meal, looking and tasting like our 
ordinary rye bread). Each tab was good 
for a slice of bread. A roll required two 
tabs, or 58 grams. The meat cards en- 
titled you to a slice and a half, or 75 
grams daily. The meatless days are 
Tuesdays and Fridays. In compensation 
the days upon which you obtain butter 
are also Tuesdays and Fridays. Fats for 
frying can be had on Mondays and 
Thursdays. 
In the hotels and restaurants sugar 
and cream are not served. In place of 
Sugar, little particles of saccharine are 
given, and in place of cream a thin 
skimmed milk. The cream and sugar 
are kept for hospital use. While it is 
possible to regulate the service of meats 
-end butters in a restaurant, it is not so 
easy to do so in households, and so the 
system for the householder is changed. 
How Card System Works. . 
Each family is given a card calling 
for the quantity to which its size en- 
titles it, and then these cards are used 
on stated days at the various markets. 
Each family has a regular day on which 
it buys its meat supplies for the week. 
This is to prevent the butcher from 
being loaded down with an unnecessa- 
rily great supply. He stocks just the 
amounts he knows his various custom- 
ers will require and for which. they 
present their cards, which he in. turn 
presents to the central governmental 
supply station on renewing his stock. 


The bakers, too, sell by weekly ar. 
rangements. Each consumer is entitled 
to 1900 grams of baked bread or 1700 
grams of bread and 250 grams of’ meal 
or flour. At the beginning of the reg- 
ulations the loaves used to be baked 
in 2000 gram loaves (about four pounds), 
but it was found the waétage in this 
Was heavy, so now they are made in 
11000-gram each. 

Each consumer is entitled to 60 grams 
and 30 gram of oleomargarine or veg: 
table fat. Each person has the right 
to draw nine pounds of potatoes a week. 
There is no restriction as to how these 
supplies shall be used in private fami- 
lies. If a household wanted to it could 
use all its card rations in one day. Ther, 
for the rest of the week it would have 
to live on the, things the purchase of 
which is still unrestricted. 

System Works Smoothly. 

Practically all the food supplies of 
Germany are commandeered by the Gov- 
ernment.. Through the “‘Centralgetreide 
und Ernaehrungsburos” the farmers and 
Stock raisers of each district must turn 
over at a fixed price all their produce. 
The supplies are stored and reshipped 
to those points where they are needed. 
At the outset of Von Batocki's regime 
there were many instances reported of 
efforts made on the part of food raisers 
to hold out for higher prices by conceal- 
ing their stocks, but heavy fines and 
imprisonment sogn broke up this plan 
and now the system works smoothly. 
Among the offenders were many of the 
members of the rich agrarian classes, 
who were not above turning a penny 
at the expense of the needs of their 
fellow countrymen. Not Only do these 
central bureaus take all the farmers 
raise beyond what is actually needed 
for immediate home consumption, but 
they take it at a price that is fixed by 
the Government, which allows a fair 
margin of profit, and they insist that 
the farmers’ output shall be never less 
than a fixed minimum. In fact, all 
sorts of newly developed methods are 
applied to agriculture, so that the out- 
put may be increased. 


The question of farm labor has been 
partially solved by the employment of 
women and of a million and a half war 
prisoners, but at the same time these 
prisoners. are a HMability as well as an 
asset, since‘their presence increases 
heavily the number of mouths to feed. 
Eventually, after peace has been con- 
cluded, the cost of the maintenance of 
the prisOners of war, less a certain 
amount allowed for the work they do, 
will be paid by the native Governments 
of the prisoners. 

Live Stock Supplies Increase. 
The restriction of meats has brought 
the supply of live cattle in Germany 
today back almost to the figure that 
existed in January, 1914. It is consid- |
